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Recycling remains costly

WILMINGTON — The cost 
of« recyclable disposal is 
soaring, and Wilmington is 
one of many communities 
feeling the increasing finan- 
cial-burden. 

On June 24, the Board of 
Selectmen voted 4-1 to ap- 
prove: a recommendation by 
the Town Manager to begin 
paying Russell Disposal’s 
full asking price for recycla- 
ble goods beginning Oct. 4, 
and to remain with the com- 
pany through June 30, 2020. 
The town will, at the same 
time, go out to bid for a new 
contract to begin in fiscal 
year 2021. 

The* contract with Russell 
Disposal was supposed to be 
a 10-year contract. The town 
is currently entering its 
fourth year in that contract. 
Russell has indicated to the 
town that it may not stay in 
business if its current con- 


tracts are not amended. Wil- 
mington modified its con- 
tract with Russell last year, 
and is currently paying the 
company at a fixed rate of 
$50/ton. 

Hull explained that waiting 
until FY2021 would be bene- 
ficial both in terms of giving 
the town time to make 
allowances in the budget to 
allow for the additional cost, 
and in addition of the new 
contract by Town Meeting 
vote, which gives the town 
flexibility to extend or exit 
the contract based on serv- 
ices provided. 

The town will also continue 
to pay off the barrels provid- 
ed by Russell over the course 
of the original 10 years spec- 
ified by the contract, instead 
of having to come up with 
$525,000 on the spot to pay 
them in full. These barrels 
are standard, and will be 
able to be used by the new 
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Wilmington Fun on 
the Fourth celebration

WILMINGTON — ‘Town 
Manager Jeff Hull briefed 
the Board of Selectmen on a 
June.11 conference call re- 
garding the North Wilming- 
ton MBTA station. The sta- 
tion has been a point of con- 
cern among town emergen- 
cy officials for some time, as 
the train often blocks Mid- 
dlesex Avenue as it slows or 
stops. to pick up or drop off 
passengers. 

Hull. stated that the confer- 
ence ‘call also included Sel- 
ectman Kevin Caira, acting 
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Police Chief Joe Desmond, 
and Fire Chief Joe McMa- 
hon, in addition to members 
of the MBTA and members 
of the town’s legislative del- 
egation. 

“It’s pretty clear that the 
long term permanent fix is 
going to be more expensive 
and take far greater time 
than we really feel is appro- 
priate at this point,” said 
Hull. 

He stated that the focus of 
the discussion was to poten- 
tially implement a temporary 
platform, which could last 
“ .five, 10 years, or more,” 
and would be placed north of 
the current platform. 

Current estimates predict 
that design costs would run 
$60,000-$100,000, and con- 
struction costs would run 
$500,000.

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History: 


Harold Waterman, the one-armed 


wonder of Wilmington

In the spring of 1927, the 
Wilmington High School 
baseball team had a prob- 
lem. They had almost no 
pitching staff. 

Into the box stepped Har- 
old Waterman. He turned 
out to be a fearsome pitcher 
and a great leader. By the 
time he graduated, his 
pitching record was 7 and 1. 

He was dubbed “the one- 
armed wonder of Wilming- 
ton.” 

Some 60 years before Jim 
Abbott rose to a major 
league career with the 
Angels, Waterman pitched 
a no-hitter in a Boston area 
semi-pro league. He was a 
great all-around ballplayer, 
a remarkable fielder, and 
lightning-fast on the base- 
paths. A hit to centerfield 
was not a hit but an out, if 
Harold was playing. 

His throws were on-target 
and fast. He would catch a 
ball, toss it in the air, shake 
off his glove, catch it again 
and throw, strong and true. 
Playing against Mitchell 
Academy, he ran from cen- 
ter to the left foul line for a 
sensational game-ending 
catch. 

The Boston Globe wrote in 
1925 that he completed nine 
consecutive games without 
an error or strikeout at bat, 
stealing seven bases in 
eight tries. Waterman bat- 
ted .345 in 1925 and was 
never below .300 in his high 
school career. He never hit 
a home run, but frequently 
went for extra bases. 

In one game, he came to 
the plate with a 3-3 tie. He 
hit a double into left, then 
stole third and scored on an 
error, winning the game. 

His remarkable athletic 
career is all the more im- 
pressive in that he only had 


one arm. Waterman, then 
eight years old, had lost his 
left arm in 1918 after a lad- 
der collapsed while he was 
helping his father prune a 
tree at their yard, near the 
Walker School. The arm 
developed gangrene, result- 
ing in amputation at the 
shoulder. 

He grew up with the deter- 
mination to excel, working 
out and practicing relent- 
lessly. He entered Wilming- 
ton High School in 1923, in 
the old Swain School build- 
ing. The baseball team 
played its home games on 
the Common. 

WHS had no yearbook in 
1927, but a special edition of 
the school paper, The Al- 
pha, captures all that would 
be found in a yearbook. In 
the class prophesy, Melvin 
Clarence Putnam predicted 
a glowing athletic career 
for him, dubbing him “the 
one-armed wonder of Wil- 
mington.” 

“Harold is an exceptional 
lad, a decided asset both 
morally and physically to 
the team, willing to work, 
full of vim, and an inspira- 
tion to all to all who have 
seen him play,” WHS Prin- 
cipal Melvin Knight told the 
Globe. “He has shown what 
a young man can do when 
he has the will to succeed 
and refuses to be daunted 
by obstacles be they ever so 


great.” 

He was captain of the: 
baseball team, and he also: 
played football and basket- 
ball. He ran track and was 
a member of the Athletic 
Association. He was also. an 
exceptional student. 

Graduating in 1927, Water- 
man was offered a contract 
playing professional base- 
ball for a team in New Jer- 
sey. He turned that down, 
choosing to study at North- 
eastern University, where 
he immediately became an 
athletic sensation. 

In 1929, he won 30 of 40 


games, pitching for the 
Newton Town Team, even 
taking on _ professional 
clubs. 


In 1931, playing semi-pro 
for the Somerville Criteri- 
ons, he pitched a no-hitter 
against the Somerville 
Town Team. He had joined 
the team in July, and: by 
Aug. 8, he had won seven of 
nine games pitched. 

The Waterman family 
lived on Adams Street for 
about 25 years. Louis Wa- 
terman was a mechanic. 
His wife Lois worked in the 
school lunch program in the 
high school. Harold had a 
sister Ruth, who had an 
equally compelling story 
(next week.) Harold Wa- 
terman died in Bradford 
(Haverhill) in November 
1978.

One of my favorite cou- 
sins always commented

Smartphones 
in schools??? 


Naturally, since smart- 
phones went on the market 
into the hands of students, 
the topic of their use dur- 
ing the school day became 
the issue of conversations 
by school administrators 
and policy makers with a 
host of different ways to 
deal with these devices. 

Jean Twenge of San Die- 
go State University quotes 
a high school junior she in- 
terviewed recently with 
the quote from the student 


eae 


being, “my generation has 
lost interest in socializing 
in person and don’t have 
physical get-togethers and 
can just stay at home.” 

The research seems to 
sustain this with studies in- 
dicating middle school stu- 
dents meet far less with 
their associates than prior 
generations and _ pre-cell 
phones. High school stu- 
dents are reported to go out 
less on weekends or free 
nights as they are on the 
phones. The researcher in 
San Diego comments that 
studies bear out that “teens 
are spending up to six 
hours a day texting and on 
social media” and point to 
the fact that schools that 
allow phones have much 
less “in person to person 
conversations.” 

Various other sources 
point to the fact that huge 
access to these phones in 
school results in poor social 
skills, lack of eye contact 
and unease with face-to- 
face conversations, report- 
ed Twenge. She added that 
“there is evidence that 
increased time on devices is 
linked to higher rates of 
loneliness, unhappiness, de- 
pression, self-harm and sui- 
cide among adolescents.” 
She goes on to point out 


Should cell phones be allowed 
inside the classrooms 


that her research suggests 
students “should not have 
the phones during the 
school day with devices de- 
posited in lockers or other 
secure locations until the 
end of the day.” She com- 
ments, “having the phones 
in the classrooms for in- 
structional purposes does 
not work” in her mind as it 
is to difficult to enforce 
The point that students 
(without the phones) would 
concentrate on learning 
and elevated to a higher 
level with the idea also that 
you need not be in constant 
digital touch. Decreasing 
phone access makes some 
logical sense, keeping their 
use to between classes or 
at lunch. While school dis- 
tricts cope with this issue 
district by district, there is 
no perfect answer. We have 
school security companies 
that feel a student call 
from a cell phone has al- 
erted many to a potential 
problem or intruder. So, 
what is the answer? My be- 
lief is that there has to be a 
middle ground and under- 
standing that these phones 


_ are for after school use on- 


ly with plenty of reinforce- 
ment as this is simply said 
but so hard to enforce.

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California is an enormous 
place, with an economy larg-

Over 40 million people call 
the Golden State their home, 
and it truly has something for 
everyone: coastlines, moun- 
tains, valleys, high tech, sky-

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any other state in the union. 
So, in the land of “big,” let’s 
start the journey in the home 
of the giants — Sequoia Na- 
tional Park. 

Located in the Sierra Ne- 
vada range along the west- 
ern side of California, Se- 
quoia National Park is home 
to the largest living things 
on earth — the sequoiaden- 
dron giganteum. Speculated

to be nearly 3,000 years old, 
these conifers, members of 
the cedar family, survived 
fires, all types of weather, 
and have seen animals and 
early peoples come and go 
— a history that is only 
available to archaeologists 
and anthropologists.

sized seeds, so the long prac 
tice of fire suppression by the 


forest service has been stop- 
ped to allow natural and con- 
trolled burns so that the 
sequoia may reproduce and 
survive. All over the groves, 
sequoias exhibit fire scars 
which, over time, heal by 
themselves. The groves are 
very open with minimal un- 
derbrush, making it very easy 
to walk amongst the giant 
trees. Since the sequoias use 
up all the nutrients in the 
area, it makes for a dramatic 
setting in which the trees look 
like enormous dinosaur legs, 
a la Jurassic Park. 

In fact, they are so large, 
one can’t easily capture a 
whole tree in a photo. Tour- 
ists lay on the ground or 
crane their necks upwards te 
capture an image in a single 
frame. It is just jaw-drop- 
ping how large the trees are. 

Sequoia National Park is 
suited for all types of. visi- 
tors, whether just driving, 
walking, or hiking into the 
groves. Areas of interest are 
well signed and most walk- 


ways are paved, though the 
park service is trying to 
revert back to more natural 
earthen paths. Trails are 
wide and passable, and rest- 
rooms are somewhat plenti- 
ful, though primitive. 

Since Sequoia is a national. » 
park, every attempt is made 


down, and visitors are remin- 
ded to carry, in/carry out 
The roadways in the park 
wind up and down the can- 
yons and are slow and curvy. 
The mountains afford visi- 
tors dramatic views of the 
Sierras from Panoramic 
Point, where the peaks are 
still covered in snow this late 
in June. Big Stump Basin is 
the site of a logging opera- 
tion that was undertaken in 
the 1880s but quickly halted 
by the government. As it 
turns out, sequoias are not 
very good lumber trees, and 
given their enormity:and rar- 
ity, the park service rushed 
in and stopped the operation 
and was able to.save the rest 
of the groves inthe area. 
The western slope of the 
Sierras is the only place on 
earth where the incredible 
trees grow, so we are thank- 
ful for the wisdom of early 
environmentalists who lob- 
bied to save the trees. Other 
hikes include Little Baldy 
and Big Baldy Ridge provide 
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spectacular views, while 
there are also several flat 
meandering trails through a 
few different sequoia groves. 
Grant Grove and Tokgpah 
Falls are near to Lodgepole, 
one of several amenity areas 


- for visitors and campers.

Recycling continues to get more expensive

company. 

DPW director Mike Woods 
explained that the scope of 
the issue extends far beyond 
Wilmington: The costs can 
be ‘attributed to China’s Na- 
tional Sword Policy, an effort 
to.cut:down on contaminated 
recyclable material being 
shipped to the country. 

“The world of solid waste is 
a. very difficult one at this 
time for the entire world, and 
tlie United States specifical- 
ly,” he said. 

Woods explained that the 
town, originally actually got 
5 cents per ton to dispose of 
recyclables. At this point in 
time, disposal comes at a 
cost.of $94.50/ton. 

Wodds also added that hav- 
ing a'recycling program is 
mandated by the state, and 
that; despite new issues, it is, 
at its core, a good idea. 

0 personally think it’s the 
right thing to do, but it’s a 
very expensive thing to do,” 
he said. 

‘Menibers of the board ex- 
pressed both apprehension 


and resignation with regard 
to the update.. 

“My concern is we entered 
into a 10-year contract with 
a company, everyone I’m as- 
suming was voluntarily and 
willingly doing so knowing 
that there are variables and 
costs, and we’re now saying 
that we’re going to let them 
out of it in five years and 
they’re giving us the cour- 
tesy of letting us pay off the 
barrels in the five years we 
should have had in the con- 
tract anyway,” said Select- 
man Jomarie O’Mahoney. 

O’Mahoney also asked if 
there were any clauses in the 
original contract about early 
termination, and whether 
the town should fear finding 
itself in the same position a 
few years down the road. 

Woods answered that, due 
to the fact that the situation 
is entirely out of the compa- 
ny’s control, there is not 
much the town can do. Ad- 
ditionally, Woods noted that, 
should trash begin to pile up 
in the streets, it would take 
several weeks to bring in a 
new company on an emer- 


gency basis, and that it would 
come at an even greater 
financial cost to the town. 

McCoy, the one vote of dis- 
sent, expressed concern 
about willingly reneging on a 
contract at a cost to the town. 
He also noted the absurdity 
of the current situation. 

“It’s amazing that it costs 
more for recycle than... for 
trash,” he said. 

Selectman Jonathan Eaton 
noted the widespread nature 
of the issue. 

“There are forces larger 
than us at play: that have 
kind of dictated that really us 
and all of the other commu- 
nities in the country are real- 
ly scrambling to.try to figure 
out a solution to this,” he 
said. 

Board Chair Greg Bendel 
asked Woods to continue with 
community outreach meas- 
ures to cut down on contami- 
nation in the recycle stream. 

“It’s probably not known by 
folks that your strawberry 
container, your blueberry 
container is not recyclable,” 
he said.

Pickleball continues to 
take off here in Wilmington

WILMINGTON - To bor- 
rew-a century-old phrase 
from Christmas folklore, Yes 
Virginia, there is such a 
thing:called Pickleball. 
~.Not- only does the game 
exist, it has rapidly made 
inroads in Wilmington and 
surrounding communities 
over the past several years 


- When-it first began to gain 


popularity in this region. It 


has. become so _ well- 
received, in fact, that 
Pickleball courts were 


installed in a number of 
idedles, including adjacent 
t0=the Wilmington Town 
Halt Nearby Woburn and 
Andover have also recently 
established courts. 
: “Weiwere finally able to get 
three‘ courts built last year, 
as you saw,” said Jim 
Buckley, who is one of the 
more active Wilmington 
Piekleball advocates. “We’re 
in the midst of trying to pro- 
mote the game further and 
expand on that.” 
‘“This is the most people 
we’ye had down here since 
these: courts opened,” said 
Wilmington’s Joe Spinale, as 
he:déscribed Pickleball dur- 
ing azrecent Saturday after- 
nopn® match featuring a 
dozen participants. “Usually, 
we <only have two courts 
going: but today, we have all 
threes I think it was great 
that>fhe town approved the 
funds-to build this facility.” 
As’ Spinale, 49, explained, 
he was first exposed” to 
Pickleball while visiting his 
father in Florida, where the

sport is “hugely popular.” 
Central Florida is known as 
the Pickleball capital of the 
World. According to statis- 
tics, there are nearly three 
million active players in the 
United States alone’ with 
scores of others worldwide. 

“My dad told me I have to 
try this game,” he recalled. 
“I took his advice and I’ve 
been playing for four years. 
It’s a cross between tennis, 
ping pong, and badminton. 
If you’ve ever played any of 
those games, you have a 
good head _ start for 
Pickleball.” 

According to a number of 
sports historians, Pickleball 
first came on the scene dur- 
ing the summer of 1965. It 
was reportedly invented by 
Washington State Senator 
Joe Pritchard who, accord- 
ing to lore, improvised the 
game when he and friends 


‘were unable to find a shut- 


tlecock for a badminton 
match. In 1972, the sport 
became official in the U.S. 
and rules were sanctioned. 
Several years later, Tennis 
Magazine recognized 
Pickleball, terming it as 
“America’s newest racquet 
sport.” The sport has grown 
to such a degree, a govern- 
ing body called the USA 
Pickleball Association 
(USAPA) was established. 
Pickleball actually 
includes components of bad- 
minton, tennis, table tennis, 
and paddleball. Played on a 
small court with four equal- 
ly-measured squares, two on 


‘each “side “separated by a 


net, Pickleball has been wel- 
comed by Baby Boomers 
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because of the sedate speed 
and lower intensity of the 
game. Unlike tennis, where 
players are positioned some 
distance apart, Pickleball 
participants are separated 
by just a matter of feet 
which allows for conversa- 
tion. and socializing while 
playing recreationally. The 
other factor that makes it 
appealing to an older set is 
the ball is perforated Wiffle- 
style and moves relatively 
slowly. And the paddle, simi- 
lar to that utilized in rac- 
quetball, is lightweight and 
designed to put spin on the 
ball. . 

While the majority of 
Wilmington matches are 
recreational in nature, there 
is an organized tournament 
system in place for those 
who desire a higher level of 
competition. One such tour- 
nament is the USAPA 
Atlantic Regional, which 
will be held at the Starland 
Sportplex in Hanover at the 
end June. Spinale is includ- 
ed on the list of several hun- 
dred official entrants for the 
two-day event. 

For those interested in 
Pickleball, there is a 4-

“We’re offering lessons to 
anyone who would like to try 
their hand at Pickleball,” he 
said. “Whether it’s an indi- 


“vidual or a group, we'll” be’ 
glad to teach them how. to, 


play, free of charge.”

Over the years, the 
Wilmington High Softball 
program has consistently 
able to be counted on to put 
a winning team on the field.
